3. TREATMENT: People should talk to their medical provider about COVID-19 treatments
appropriate for them.

About Monoclonal Antibody Therapy. If you are more likely to get very sick from COVID-19, your healthcare
provider might recommend that you receive monoclonal antibody therapy.

Monoclonal antibodies are a treatment authorized by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA) under an
Emergency Use Authorization (EUA) for use in adult and pediatric patients (12 and older) who have either been
diagnosed or exposed to someone with COVID-19 and are at high risk for progression to severe illness,
hospitalization, or death from COVID-19.

In clinical trials, this treatment resulted in a 70% reduction in risk for hospitalization and death, and resulted in an
82% reduction in risk for contracting COVID-19 for people who were exposed to the virus by other members of
their household. More information can be found in the Frequently Asked Questions (FAQs) Section of this
document.

4. If you are positive for COVID-19, you are infectious to others. Stay home unless you need
medical care.
You can be with others after:
= At least 10 days since symptoms first appeared and
= At least 24 hours with no fever without fever-reducing medication and
= Other symptoms of COVID-19 are improving
